Rodent Te - Protection of Poison Baits, 


Poison baits are effective in rodent control if the program is 
properly plannec enc supervised since rodent poisons are also poisonous 
to humans and domestic animals, They must be used with all recommended 
sefeguerds, i practical safeguard is the use ofnoison bait boxes, 
These can be used in storage warehouses, food markets, vacent lots, 
individual houses, ferms enc infested locations of either rats or mice, 
i11 boxes shoulc be labeled in large sized rely wiles "POISON = KEEP 
LRLY" for identificetion purposes, 


Beit material anc poison will depend upon availability at local 
sources and the known feeding habits of the rodents. However, an 
effort must be made to disturbancean cttrective bait of local food mete~ 
riels with a recommenced poison to mke one meel the rat's lest feeding, 
Sufficient ret beit boxes should be distributed throughout the infested 
ere: to be svailable to c11 rodents. Bait stations should be set where 
there is the lecst Gistruhence by humen beings, domestic animals or 
severe weether, Boxes shoulc be properly set along ret runways, walls 
enc meteriel objects nezr harboring places and-sources of food, It is 
recommenceé to row te poison beit boxes with other methods of rodent 
contro] such ¢s trepping. Beit boxes should not be set out ldnger than 
é week and the methoc shovle not be used more then once every two months 
in the seme loc: tion. 

Beit stetion construction shoul¢e provice emple inside fec cing 
spzec, They my be mece in various shepes end sizes to suit field 
conditions, Rectenvuler skz pes are best in most pleces and they ere 
eesily constructc¢. Beit stctions should be mcde of solid meterisel 
beccuse -(1) heevy, well-built stetions will not be knocked out of 
Bere - (2) they will not be eesily crushed or broken, Open bottoms 

e prefcrred, as rets <rc more willing to go into boxes thet are set 
‘ on “floors over which they crc secustomed to trevel,
